BY-PRODUGTS OF PETROLEUM 


‘Their Utitization Conce Conceded Still to Be 


in Infaney, but There Are 


ves Possibilities, 


The four principal products of 
petroleum (gasoline, kerosene, fuel 
oil and lu nts) use up about 80 
per cent of the total amount—close 
to. 500,000,000 barrels—consumed 
in the United, States every year. 

Of the other 20 per cent, about 5 

per cent goes ‘waste, while the re- 
maining 15 per cent is used for the 
extraction of various by-products. 
Already nearly 200 by-products are 
obtained from petroleum. Vase- 
line, benzine, paraffin, asphalt, are 
the best-known of these by-products, 
But the utilization of petroleum by- 
products is ‘still i in its infancy. ©. 
There are-vast_possibilities of al- 
most incalenlable usefulness ‘hidden 
in the still p n chemical com- 
pounds foun in erude oil. It is 
considered by experts that the coal- 
tar industry can eventually be dupli- 
eated by the petroleum by-product 
industry in serving the developing 
uses of moderg civilization. 
And the importance of the coal- 
tar industry may readily be seen 
from the fact that its yield of ani- 
line dyes along is sufficient to insure 
it a secure 5 among the indis- 
pensable resources of -civilization.—
